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(By Wilfrid Eggleston) 

Ottawa, May lltb-- The debate on 
the budget is usually one of the full 
dress discussions of the year. ‘This 
session there Was a disposition to 
cut it short for several reasons, and 
it very nearly died w natural death 
the very first evening. However, Soc- 
ial Credit and Conservative members 
kept it going, and C.C.F. members 
later moved a ‘want of confidence 
motion which prolonged it a couple of 
days more. The budget debate usual- 
ly centres around fiscal policy; and 
we have already heard a good’ dea) 
about that on the trade agreement. 
Another reasop why the government 
is not anxious to prolong the session 
with a budget debate is that there is 
still a very heavy program of legis 
lation, 

Last week Mr Mackenzie King out 
lined the bills still to come. ‘They 
include a resolution to amendmen 
the B. N. A. act so as to Create 
Loan Council; legislation arising out 
of the elections and tranchise ccom- 
mittee, the pensious committee, the 
radio committee, the wheat commii- 
tee and possibly the railways and 
shipping committee; amendments tuo 
the criminal code, Including the can- 
cellation of the famous Section 98 
dealing with tree speech and assein- 
bly; amendment to the customs act. 
Also, as possibilities, there are 
amendments to the Combines Acct. 
the Post Office Act, the Relief Act. 
the Patent Medicines Acct, the Dry 
Dock Subsidies Act, the Carriage of 
Goods by Water Act, and a bill res- 
pecting marketing. 

A Heavy List 

Even this list does not quite 
haust the list, the premier saying 
that he wished to reserve the right 
to introduce one or two other inea- 
sures should it be found necesary. 
Unless the House makes better time 
than it has so far the legislators will 
be sitting here until July first.

Canada has sold her fleet of Mer- 
chant vessels, ten in all, for a figure 
in the neighborhood of $420,000. This 
does not apply to the West lndies 
boats, which will be continued in the 
usual service. ‘The government mer- 
cchant marine Was an _ untortunate 
War and post war episode which cost 
the taxpayers of this country over a 
hundred million dolara in original 
costs and subsequent operating de 
ficits, 

(Further Cut on Relief) 

Parliament voted $26,000,000 during 
the week for ‘grants in aid’ to the 
provinces for direct relief. As they 
are paying $2,606,000 a month in the 
early stages of the fiscal year, it is 
evident that they are anticipating 
further cuts, which the provinces, it 
goes without saying, won't like, But 
summer and aulumn costs are usual 
ly lighter, and the government is still 
banking on a substantial upturn in 
business, There are still thousands of 
‘drought-area’ families on the direct 
relief list, and good harvest in that 
part of the west would remove most 
of them from the rolls almost over- 
night. 

The Senate turned down a _ Dill 
moved by Senator J. J. Hughes 
which would have made it illegal fo: 
the guilty party in any divorce case 
to remarry anyone except his former 
spouse. 

The Hudson Bay route once again 
gets the benefit of reduced Insurance 
rates, those for the coming season be- 
ing about 25 per cent lower than last 
year’s. The season 1s also extended 
eight days, and now tasts, without 
surcharge of premum, from August 
5th to October 10th. With additiona: 
premium the route may be used until 
October 16th.
